Hello to all- 


I joined this year's CW SS in the QRP category, something I've never 
before done. What a blast! It's a day later and I'm still fired up. 


Things started very slow for me -- 20 contacts in the first 3 hours 

on 20m and 40m. It was terribly frustrating. I then moved up to 80m 
and got some momentum, picking up 73 contacts in the next 4 hours. 

Much better! Conditions on 80m were really sweet, too. The noise was 
quite low and signals were just booming in. I went to bed and could 
hardly sleep with all the cw exchanges still coursing through my brain. 
I got back to it on 40m in the mid-morning on Sunday. The band was much 
better at that point in time. I nearly fell off the chair when I worked 
Idaho on 40m at 10am EST, then Oregon about 40 minutes later. I also 
spent time on 15m and 20m, finishing up my efforts back on 80m. 


Best QRP moment: Breaking through a sizeable 20m pile-up on vy2ss 
after only 5 tries. 


Overheard on the air: A midwestern station sent "yahoo" after he 
was called by and worked a Maine station.

Howdi, 


Was away on a conference... about a week before had sold my 
Kenwood 850 and some other stuff and located a good deal on a used 
Ten Tec Omni VI. Then located used filters and a mike for the 
new/used rig. 


Well everything arrived before I returned.. I returned the Sat of 
November Sweepstakes. I was very tired from the trip.. but there 
was all this equipment wanting to be set up. Well popped the 
filters in (took all of 5 minutes or less). Hooked up a straight 
key and a set of paddles .. had a lot of trouble figuring what to 
do with a mike.. been trying to take lessons on how to use one. 


Fired up the rig and seemed ok.. but loud clicking relays.. Hmmm 
Ten Tec is not suppose to do this.. had to open the manual.. seems 
it is for attaching an amp.. terrible thought. Well most 
everything.. or maybe everything is front panel adjustable on the 
Omni.. so just told the computer to quit making that racket.. next 
the sidetone was kinda loud.. so pushed a button and told it to 
hush up a little. 


Well found the filters all seemed to work.. hooked up my Gap 
Vertical and got on 40 meters (was late Sat by time got to turn on 
rig). Band was kinda noisey my way. Found I can turn the rig down 
to very low power just using the front power knob.. figured 3.5 


watts was plenty for any big contest. 


Turned on the 250Hz filter, hooked up my CMOS superkeyr and told 
it the exchange.. and set off to see what the new toy would do 
under demanding conditions. Well seems that 3.5 watts was more 
than enough power... if I had more free time over the weekend. . 
would have gone down to less than a watt. I worked almost everyone 
I heard first call. Only had a couple of people ask me to repeat 
the exchange.. and considering the length of the exchange and the 
bands.. was really happy with results. I didn't try to break 
through pileups.. were plenty of people to work.. and didn't call 
CQ.. wasn't really operating contest.. just helping others and 
testing the rig. If there was someone who was really busy.. used 
the scratch pad memory on the rig and came back to him. Ended up 
giving up on one person.. worked all others I wanted... the major 
thing that slowed me down was how tired I was and making sure I 
had their call signs correct.. once I did that..my rate was pretty 
good. 


I am considering really operating the next contest with the Omni 
VI at QRP levels. Haven't worked a contest in a while. 


So what you ask is the tip.. I answer.. try it .. if it works... 
it works...don't be believing low power and not great antennas 
will stop you from having a blast.. even in a contest. 


Next comes the SSB sweepstakes/QRP/Omni VI.
